4Ian For One Hundred and Twenty- 
five Ton Silo to Cost §215. 

W. U. Jenkins of New York in a com- 
munication to Hoard’s Dairyman de- 
scribes a silo which Is of low price and 
has given good satisfaction for many 
years. He says: 

The stave silo may be cheaply built 
aud may be the best oue to build where 
economy in expenditure {fs the main 
consideration, but there are some who 
will wish to invest more and get a bet- 
ter silo. The one shoWn in the illustra 
tlon is one of the best I have seen, IA 
building the silo a good concrete foun- 
dation was first made of stone and ce- 
ment and is eight feet square, and each 
square or angle is eight feet, making 
the circumference sixty-four feet. It {a

twenty-four feet high, and the capacity 
{s about 125 tons of ensilage, and the 
cost, as it was built of the best lumber, 
was $215. 

The frame is made of girts, as shown 
in the illustration. It is boarded up 
and down inside of the girts with 
matched pine, then it is sheeted on the 
outside, on which is a layer of building 
paper, then boarded on the outside ovet 
the paper with matched pine. This 
makes the silo about frostproof, be- 
cause of the dend air space, and is so 
tight the ensilage keeps almost perfect. 

This silo has given Its owner tbe very 
best satisfaction, und one cap bardly 
make a mistake in building one after 
this plan, 


The Profitable Dairy Cow, 

The selection of the herd {is all im- 
portant. There are those who main- 
tain that the ordinary cow, under prop-

Make the Co.w Comfortable.

Do you think that you would en- 
Joy standing out on the south side of a 
burbed wire fence to eat your meals 
when the wind is blowing at the rate 
of forty or fifty miles an hour from 
the northwest in the winter? No, I 
guess not! Can you expect a cow to 
nike you money when served in that 
way? Then, summing up all of this, 
the cow must be at perfect ease and 
comfortably situated and have kind 
treatment in order to give good re- 
sults, 

Radimentary Teats, 

We consider that a well balanced and 
well shaped udder in the cow is largely 
due to the way the rudimentary teats 
are placed on the sire. if they are 
crowded together, the result is likely 
to be narrow, pointed ndders. If they 
are well apart, of good size and well 
forward of scrotum, the effect will be 
to influence largely the production of 
well shaped udders in resulting heifers 
and counteract the tendency to ill shap- 
ed udders inherited from dams detl- 
clent in this respect.—American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club. 

Mold In Batter Tubs, 

To prevent lvold it Is better not to 
steam the tubs at all, but soak them in 
a weak brine solution for at least 
twelve hours before using, says Cream- 
ery Journal, Parchment paper should 
also be soaked at least twelve hours in 
a strong brine before using. ‘The steam- 
Ing as usually done in many creameries 
is not sufficient to destroy the mold 
producing bacteria. It merely hastens 
their growth. 


Bloody Milk, 

This trouble is caused by a conges- 
tive condition of one or more glonds 
of the ndder, Bathe the udder ten min- 
utes after each niilking, and give each 
cow one dram fodide of potassium at 
a dose twice a day In brah mash, and 
continue It for three weeks If neces- 
sary.

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There has been a fair practical test 
made of the paying qualities of the dit- 
ferent breeds of cows kept by farmers 
who supply cream to the creamery at 
Westerville, O., says H. Warren Phelps 
in National Stockman. The milk has 
been tested every month during the 
past year by the Babcock test. The 
cows have not been fed for a test, but 
comparisons have been made of the 
mash receipts by the farmers, The 
books at the creamery show the actual 
cash pald to each patron and the per 
cent test of the milk. Persons who 
kept cows of the Shorthorn breed 
grades had a test of 3% per cent, while 
others who had good Jersey cows, 
grades mostly, a few full bloods, tested 
414, 5 and 514 per cent butter fat. Yet 
the Shorthorn cows have yielded the 
most money per hend to the owners 
generally. This was learned by farmers 
comparing their receipts of cash, and 
the results have been a surprise to the 
owners of all of the cows. Generally 
the, Shorthorn and Shorthorn and Ayr- 
shire or Devon grades have earned the 
most money each month. 

I was very unwilling to admit that 
such was the fact and was surprised 
when I was informed that it was an 
established fact. Cows which tested 
514 per cent butter fat gave so much 
less milk that the cows which gave 
nearly twice the quantity of milk, four 
and five gallons per day, although test- 
ing but 3% per eent butter fat, brought 
more dollars per month for butter, so 
that the profits have been from $1 to $2 
per month per head more from the 
Shorthorn grade cow. 

There are some that their owners 
term extra good Jersey cows whose 
milk goes to this creamery. These cow 
owners are going to test this matter 
thoroughly and get positive results. 
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The Cost of Milk. 

Professor Haecker of the Minnesota 
experiment station has for nine years 
been settling this question by actual 
demonstration and recently gave a 
summary of his work. In brief it Is: 
“The first year 100 pounds of milk cost 
60 cents, while the price of- feedstuffs 
was about the same as now, and the 
yleld of the herd averaged very fair— 
namely, 6,000 pounds of milk, or 180 
pounds of butter fat. The second year 
the cost was about the same, 61 cents 
per 100 pounds of milk, but in the third 
year it was reduced 38 cents per 100 
pounds, with the same cows and prices 
and feedstuffs the same. The only dif- 
ference was that they had calculated 
the percentage of protein and selected 
the foodstuffs where this was sold the 
cheapest. He said he did not care for 
carbohydrates, fats, etc., as protein fs 
the only essential part to look after. 
The cows require on an average two 
pounds of protein per day.” 


Not 


We commence to fill silo as soon as 
the most forward ears begin to pit or, 
if flint corn is grown, as soon as it be- 
gins to glaze, says a New Jersey farm- 


er in New Eugland Homestead. The 
bulk of the crop will be in the dough 
state. If a large crop is to be silocd, 
we would commence earlier or the last 
will be past its best before the job Is 
finished. We cut in half inch pieces, 
using a six horsepower engine. I 
would, however, recommend an eight 
horsepower, It is necessary to run 
with about 100 pounds of steam with 
the small engine, while the sume work 
will be done with the larger engine 
with eighty pounds or less. 

One man Is kept In the pit to keep it 
level and. well tramped, especially 
around the outside and corners. It 
requires three teams and eight men to 
keep things going to the best advan- 
tage, one team and man, with the corn 
harvester to do the cutting; two men 
to load in the field, two men and two 
teams, with three wagons to baul, and 
two men at the cutter. With this force 
we filled our pits in less than seven 
days last year. We have two pits 14 
by 14 by 23 feet deep, two 14 by 16 by 
20 feet deep, holding about 250 tons of 
silage. 

We have never found It necessary to 
use any water on the corn while filling. 
After the pits are full we let them set- 
tle about two duys and then cover 
with any old trash on band, such as 
chaff or cut straw. We have found 
the best covering to be grass. We 
usually have the second crop of grass 
about the time the pits are filled and 
cover them with this about one foot 
deep, being careful to tramp well 
around the edges and corners. If chaff 
or cut straw is used, it is best to use 
enough water to thoroughly dampen It. 
The water, with the steam from the 
silage, will help to form a coat of mold 
over the top in a few days, which 
keeps out the alr. 

Clover and Cowpea Enslilage. 

Corn is the king of the silo, It 
makes good feed under many and ya- 
ried conditions, but not so with clover, 
soy beans or cowpeas, says D, Stratton 
of Ohio In New England Homestead, 
Their hollow stems carry a stock of air 
with them that is disastrous unless 
thoroughly weighted and packed, This 
may be done by mixing them with corn 
jn filling silo, not Laving them tear the 
top. I worked in several loads of see- 
ond crop clover In this way. It made 
very guod feed, better than either 
would have been without the other, 
Bheep were willing to leave grain or al- 
most anything to get at it, while cows 
and borses were very foud of it.

REARING PONDS FOR BASS. 


A Convenience for Restocking the Ontario 
Lakes Next Year, 

In view of the success of the work 
of restocking the inland waters of 
Ontario with parent bass during the 
past season, the work will probably 
be carried on on a much larger scale 
next year, Hon. Mr. Latchford will, 
it is understood, ask the Legislature 
for an increased appropriation for 
that purpose at the coming session. 
He has also under consideration the 
establishment of rearing ponds in 
the Province, froin which a supply 
of fish could readily be obtained at 
any season of the year. One of the 


difficulties now is in catching the 
bass for transplanting in the cool 
weather of the fall, whichis more 


suitable for transportation, as they 
then take to deeper water. The 
rearing ponds, it is believed, would 
overcone this trouble. 

The result of the season’s work 
has convinced the officials of the de- 
partment that they are working in 
the right direction, as the people 
more directly concerned have mani- 
fested a livelier interest in the wel- 
fare of the inland fisheries. The 
Muskoka district, to which the ma- 
jority of the bass were taken, was 
visited by more American tourists 
than ever before, and the traffic will 
doubtless increase, A wealthy New 
Yorker, who is erecting a $10,000 
cottage on the Rideau, is reported in 
The Globe to have ventured the pro- 
phecy that in ten years hence 10,- 
000 Americans Would be seeking rest 
and recreation among the pictures- 
que islands and along the shores of 
those beautiful waters.

THAT MONTREAL WHALE. 


A Humorous Presentution of His Whale- 
ship’s Memorable Trip Up the St. 
Lawrence—Is It a Fish Story? 


The whale which strayed up to 
Montreal and stranded itself has 
caused one of the small sensations of 
the past week. ‘The Montreal pa- 
-pers have not’ treated his whale- 
ship’s memorable trip up the St. 
Lawrence with the respect and at- 
tention due such a distinguished vis- 
itor. In fact the event has been 
treated with such levity and indiffer- 
ence in Montreal that people in this 
city, says the Toronto World, are 
wondering whether there was 
whale there or not. The impression 
got abroad that someone going home 
from one of the clubs had ‘‘got em,’’ 
and that his vision was distorted by 
the rushing waters of the St. 
rence, 
and crawling things he saw a whale. 
Another improbability, in the view 
of land lubbers, was that the whale 
should strand itself on a sandbar or 
rock. It has always Been under 
stood that a well brought up whale 
could see where it was going, and 
the stories we have read about 
whales ‘‘swatting’’ boats and cap- 
sizing would-be whale captors into 
the sea, confirmed that impression. 
Then again, the reports that a num- 
ber of citizens had shot into the 
forty-foot monster several scores of 
bullets without appreciable damage 
to its anatomy, was another puz- 
zler, and we wondered why a crew 
of river men was not organized and 
equipped with harpoons and _ other 
whale-killing devices in order that 
the valuable bones and oil contained 
in the carcass might be secured in 
the interests of commercel But the 
newspapers kept working off insinu- 
ating jokes about the whale until the 
truth of the story was completely 
discounted. On Saturday, however, 
neWs came to hand to the effect that 
the whale had got out of dry dock, 
so to speak, and taken a trial spin 
or two, and that a chap who went 
with an old gun to pour some more 
lead into it had been tricked by his 
weapon and received a wound more 
or less serious. 

A heated discussion was brought 
on in Torcnto when one of a group 
of men characterized the whole thing 
asa fishstory. He was at once met 
with the assertion that a whale was 
not a fish, and forthwith ensued an 
argument as noisy as one would hear 


in a political caucus. Webster's 
Unabridged was sought, and the 
first ‘‘whale’’ found there was the 


verb, meaning ‘‘to lash with stripes; 
to whale, to thrash, to drub.”’ This 
was not satisfactory, but the next 
“whale,’’ defined as a noun, was bet- 
ter, and the man who called the 
Mammal a fish went away and hid 
himself. Noah Webster said a whale 
was: ‘‘Any aquatic Mammal of the 
order cetacea, especially any ane of 
e species, some of which be 


ry note immediately 
following, led to further speculation. 
There are two groups of whales, 
namely the Odontecete whale, which 
has teeth,as the cachalot or spurm 
whale; and the Mvsticete whale, 
which is without teeth, but has 
plates of baleen or whalebone, hang- 
ing from the upper jaw. The most 
important species of whalebone 
whale are the bowhead, or Green- 
Antarctic whale, the grey whale, the 
humpback, the finback and the ror- 
qual. What we want to know is 
whether the Montreal whale is a 
sperm whale or a bone whale, and 
whether, if a bone whale, it is a ror- 
qual, a finback or a humpback. When 
this information is given the people 
may be induced to believe there is 
or has been a whale in the harbor. 


Appointed Judge for Loyalty. 


In November, 1786, Hon. William 
Smith was appointed Chief Justice 
of Canada, a position which he re 
tained until his death on November 
8, 1793.
